Which inhabir under the Equinottial ( who are diftany 


from us,according to the old account about 3 145 miles, 
but according to M. Xorwood 3608 miles ) have theu 
7 day but 12 hours, they may alſo fcc bock the 
Poles at che ſame time, and have rwo ſummers, aodrwo 
winters ina year, for when the ſun enters Arie: or Libra, 
it pafſeth direftly over their heads at noon; fo that 
they caſt no ſhadow either North or South bur right 
down ; their ewo winters are Whea the Sun is 1n Cancer 
or Capricern,they are no ſo cold as our winter, but their 
ſummers are wuch hotter then our ſummer. 

Theſe inhabirants thac dwell right under the Tropick 
of Cancer (who are diiiant from us according to the old 
account 1727 miles, bur according to the later account 
296 miles ) have but one ſummer, and one Winter jn 
a year ; for when the Sun is ©n Cancer, he paſleth dj- 
realy over their heads at noon, and maketh ſummerto 
th:m_ bat being in Capricorn he is fartheſt from them and 
cauſeth their winter, theſe people have alway their ſha- 
dow pointing Northward; and cheir days and WER,
